Work on this rocket and on 
a nuclear submarine for Brit-| 
ain was proceeding in close co-| 
operation with the United 
Statgs, the document said. 

The White Paper said even 
when the Soviet Union had pro- 
duced sufficient numbers of in- 
tereontinental missiles’ there 
could be for her “no certainty 
of the success of an attack” by 
such weapons on the far-flung 
targets of the West, 

The White Paper bristled with 
statements dealing with the 
West’s determination to defend 
itseif. 

It said: “The one thing which 
might conceivably tempt the So- 
viet Union into military ad- 
venture would be the erroneous 
belief that the West, if attacked, 
would flinch from using its nu- 
clear power.” 

The document said: “The 


West relies for its. defense pri- 
marily upon the deterrent ef- 
fect of its yast stockpile of nu- 
clear weapons and its capacity 
to deliver them. ‘The democra- 
tie. Western nations will never 
start a war against Russia. 

“But it must be well under- 
Stood that if Russia were to 
launch a major attack on them, 
even with conventional forces 
only, they would have to hit 
back with strategic nuclear 
weapons, 

“The strategy of NATO is 
based on the frank recognition 
that a full-scale Soviet attack 
could not be repelled without 
resort to a massive nuclear 
bombardment of the sources of 
power in Russia... 

“So long as the effectiveness 
of the nuclear deterrent is main- 
tained jt is probable that global 
war can be averted.” 


Then the White Paper— 
prepared under direction of 
Defense Minister Duncan 


Sandys, issued this warning: 

“But the very success of the 
deterrent compels the Com- 
munist powers to seek to 
achieve their stated goal of 
world domination by other 
methods. It must, therefore, be 
expected that they will now 
inereasingly concentrate their 
efforts upon political subver- 
sion, economic penetration and, 
where the risks themselves are 
not too great, indirect military 
action,” 

Arming of British planes with 
hydrogen weapons was part of 
the massive buildup of the 
nuclear deterrent by the West 
which Defense Minister Duncan 
Sandys said has created balanc- 
ing fears of mutual annihilation 
in East and West which makes 
2 world war unlikely “for an- 
other generation or more.” 

The White Paper—explaining 
British defense aims for the 
fiseal year beginning April 1 
—made these points: 

1. British planes armed 
with hydrogen bombs would in 
themselves “constitute a formid- 
able deterrent” to possible 
Soviet aggression even though 
the British striking power 
would not be as large as that 
of the United States. 

2. Britain was developing a

Jordan, Iraq Kings 
To Proclaim Merger 


AMMAN 
Iraq will unite in a federation 


with a proclamation to be sign-| 


ed sometime Thursday. the 
Jordan Government announced. 

The, federation will have a 
single economy, one foreign 
policy and one army, a Govern- 
ment spokesman said. 


An official announcement in 
Amman said no time had yet 
been set for the signing of the 
proclamation, postponed from 
Wednesday till Thursday, but 
that it would be “quite soon.” 

King Hussein of Jordan and 
King Feisal of Iraq will sign 
the proclamation, the communi- 
que said. 

In the meantime it said dis- 
cussions between the two young 
monarchs and their seniop min- 
isters is “still continuing and 
the results will be announced 
soon—God willing.” 

Feisal, who was scheduled to 
return to Baghdad Thursday 
morning has now delayed his 
departure. He probably will 
leave either late in the after- 
noon or Friday morning. 

Informed sources said there 
has been no obstacles in reach- 
ing agreement over federation. 

In fact it was hoped the two 
kings. would be able to affix 
their signatures to the procla- 
mation late Wednesday follow- 
ing a long morning meeting 
with their senior ministers at 
the palace. 

From this meeting a Jordan 
official emerged and told the 
Associated Press that “every- 
thing is going smoothly and 
toward the goal we want.” 

Just what caused a slight de- 
lay in the signing of the pro- 
clamation, which was consider- 
ed a foregone conclusion, was 
not known, 

There was speculation how- 
ever that the Jordanians and 
Iraq is are still awaiting an an- 
swer from King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia. 

An envoy left Amman Tues- 
day for the Saudi capital with 
a message. 

Saud, however, is not expect- 
ed to join the federation. 

A Jordan Government spokes- 
man said “King Saud will bless 
the federation but he will not 
join.” 

Meanwhile reports reaching 
Amman indicated the Syrians 
already are beginning to show 
unfavorable reaction to the 
Jordan-Iraq federation. Jordan 
trucks loaded with goods for the 
Jordan market have been for- 
bidden to pass through Syrian 
territory, it was learned. The

ROCHDALE, England, (Kyo- 
do-Reuter)— The Conservative 
Government received a double 
shock Wednesday from a by- 
election here in which it lost

An intervening Liberal polled 
nearly twice as many votes as 
the Government nominee, and 
Conservatives share of the total 
votes showed a record slump of 
over 31 per cent compared with 
the 1955 general election.

Prof, Masaaki Furuhata of the 
Tokyo Astronomical Observa- 
tory, in charge of Japan's aurora 
research work under the Iinter- 
national Geophysical Year pro- 
gram, made the decision to send 
the photographs to the Moscow 
aurora center. He regarded the 
pictures as important new data 
in connection with international 
aurora studies. 


Tuesday night's aurora, seen 
over the northern half of Japan, 
was of a record magnitude for 
this country. 

Observations of the northern 
lights in low-latitude areas had 
been especially called for under 
the IGY program because of 
scarce data in the past. 


Spotting of an aurora borealis 
with the naked eye has been 
possible even at points near 
the Equator, such as in India. 
However, the most southern- 
most point in photographic ob- 
servation had been southern 
Greece.

The incident came to light as 
a result of a lawsuit instituted 
by Mrs. Kiyoshi Nagata, the 
wife of the late president of 
NHK (Japan Broadcasting Cor- 
poration), arising from dispute 
involving ownership of com 
pany stocks. Kiyoshi Nagata 
had at one time served as pres 
ident of the sugar manufactur- 
ing firm. 

The police stumbled onto the 
alleged irregularities while in- 
vestigating the claim filed by 
Mrs, Nagata.

Tokyo-Kagoshima 
Express Planned 


The Japanese National Rail- 
way Corporation plans to in- 
stitute this fall a Tokyo-Kago- 
shima special express, which 
will cover the 970 miles between 
the two cities in about 22 hours.

The foundation of technique 
is so shaky, and the outlook so 
hesitant and confused, that the 
painter dare not separate him- 
self even for a moment from 
the obsessive clutches of his 
time. And so he remains a re 
flector—even though a good one 
—of every fashionable facet, 
instead of halting for a pause 
of self-evaluation and personal 
expression.

Assurances Given 
On Games Facilities 


ROME (AP)-—The head of the 
Italian Olympic Committee 
{(CONI) has assured doubters 
that all the necessary buildings 
and other facilities will be 
ready in plenty of time for the 
1960 Rome Olympic Games. 


Work has been going ahead 
rapidly on the facilities where 
most of the Games will actually 
be held, in two sports centers at 
the northern and southern 
edges of Rome. 


But thus far not a spade of 
dirt has been turned at the site 
of the proposed Olympic Village 
to house the athletes of many 
countries who will participate. 

Sportswriters began saying 
six months ago that if construc- 
tion did not begin before the 
end of 1957 the village would 
not be completed in time. 


At a news conference CONI 
president Giulio Onesti said the 
committee hopes to begin work 
on the village as soon as it can 
get approval from the Rome city 
council for the building plans. 
But for some unexplained rea- 
son the city council has delayed 
giving approval to the plans at 
meeting after meeting. 


Hurry Up Warning 

ROME (Kyodo-UP)—The Ita- 
lian Olympic Committee (CONTI) 
warned Rome city officials Wed- 
nesday that they must start 
immediately to build the $2 mil- 
lion Olympic Village for the 
1960 Games. 

Giulio Onesti, CONI president, 
said that “any further delay, 
even of a few days, would fatal- 
lv affect completion of the v/ll 
age with most serious consequ- 
ences.” 

He said construction of other 
Olympic facilities are well 
under way ani will be complet- 
ed long before the games. 


The Italian press, which jam- 
med a large room at the Foro 
Italico sports ground to hear 
Onesti, has made heated critic- 
ism of the delay in construction 
of the Olympic Village. There 
was similar controversy in Aus- 


tralia before the 1956 Melbourne 
Olympics, 

Onesti said financing has been 
assured for all Olympic pre- 
parations although CONI must 
seek a bank loan of 8 billion 
lire ($12,800,000). 

The main Olympic Stadium, 
which seats 100,000, and the ex- 
tensive facilities in the Foro Ita- 
lico sports center built under 
Mussolini will be utilized for the 
Games. Onesti also gave these 
reports on the state of construc- 
tion of other facilities already 
being built: 

Flaminio Stadium, supple 
menting the main Olympic sta- 
dium—completion expected in 
early 1959. 

Swimming Stadium—Comple- 
tion expected in early summer 
of 1959. 

Olympic Velodrome—Comple- 
tion expected in summer of 1959. 

Sports Palace—Completion ex- 
pected in spring of 1960, 

Harbors for yachting events 
in Naples—Work started on one 
harbor; construction will start 
on remaining three this year. 

Work also has started on the 
lawns for soccer and field for 
hockey. The Palazetto dello 
Sport was competed last Septem- 
ber. Work is yet to start on 
target shooting and clay pigeon 
shooting ranges and sites for 
rowing and gymnastics,

A sporadic boxer since 1954, 
Ridella has had only a few six- 
rounders during the past year. 


The fight was expected to be 
ninth-ranking Kaneko'’s first 
U.S. warmup In his campaign 
for the featherweight title.

Japan to Try 
To Retain 
Tea Market 


Japan is reported to be gradu- 
ally losing its green tea market 
in North Africa because of the 
advance being made by a high- 
quality Communist Chinese 
product sold at a low price. 

The Japanese Government 
and tea manufacturers are now 
working on various measures 
to counter the downtrend, 
such as the setting up of service 
centers and “tea houses” in 
Casablanca and other parts of 
North Africa, 


They are said to be planning 
to spend a total of ¥20 million 
in fiscal 1958 for the populariza- 
tion of Japanese green tea. 


In the past, North Africa has 
been the biggest export market 
for Japanese green tea. 


According to official figures, 
total Japanese tea exports, in- 
cluding both black and green 
tea, reached 38 million pounds 
in 1954, gaining for Japan ¥4, 
000 million worth of foreign 
currency. Green tea accounted 
for 70 per cent of the total 
shipped. No less than 90 per 
cent of the green tea went to 
Tunisia Morocco, Algeria and 
Tripoll. 

Such active export, however, 
has not been occurring lately 
because of the steady inroads 
made by Communist China's 
product, 


The Communist Chinese high- 
quality tea, though once priced 
a little too high, has come down 
t6 50 cents a und against 30 
cénts for the Japanese product.

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Changes in Red China 


Red China’s National People’s Congress, which closed 
in Peiping last Tuesday afternoon, besides adopting the 1958 
budget and economic plan, made a number of ministerial 
changes, 

The most important of these changes is the relieving 
of Premier Chou Enlai of his concurrent position as For- 
eign Minister and the appointment of Vice Premier Chen Yi 
to that position. This action has caused a good deal of com- 
ment round the world, but it does not scem to foreshadow 
any materia? change in Peiping’s policy. 

’ General Chen Yi, as the head of the 3rd Field Army, 
was the first hich Communist leader to enter Shanghai 
when the Nationalist forces were driven out, and he was 
speedily appointed mayor of the city. As mayor, he acted 
with decision and good sense in difficult days and, although 
credited with antiforeignism, he was never accused of any 
injustice. A better judgment of his ruling idea is perhaps 
that he is a stron@ believer in “China for the Chinese,” 
In Russian circles General Chen Yi was not greatly ap- 
preciated, but this does not appear to have any great signi- 
ficance, 


In 1955, he was appointed Vice Premier and came to be 
regarded as No. 2 man to Premier Chou En-lai who has ap- 
parently recommended him as his successor in the post of 
Foreign Minister. An old revolutionary, he is not likely to 
deviate from the settled path of the Communist hierarchy 
in China although he is not expected to favor any increas- 
ed dependence of his country on Soviet Russia. That his 
appointment to the Foreign Ministry in Peiping will serve 
to improve relations with the United States is doubtful, to 
say the least. 

As to whether Mr. Chou En-lai’s leadership is calculated 
to be affected in any way we do not think this is likely. It 
is quite possible that General Chen Yi would succeed him 
if he wished to step down, but there are no signs of his 
doing that. Indeed, Mr. Chou has been more active than 
ever in public affairs of late as Chairman Mao Tse-tung ap- 
pears to have retired somewhat into the background. 

The congress expressed itself confident in the industrial 
and agricultural progress of Red China. Many deputies 
contended that China would catch up with or surpass Bri- 
tain in the production of iron and steel and other major in- 
dustrial products in 15 years or a slightly longer time. Two 
electric power engineers in a joint speech said that in the 
past five years Red China's electric power output had been 
increasing at an average annual rate of 21.2 per cent. To 
outstrip Britain in power output in 15 years the Chinese 
power industry needed only a rate of increase of 10.5 
per cent a year, they contended. Communist preference for 
percentages in place of plain figures, however, leaves these 
contentions in a realm of considerable vagueness. 


A good deal of time was spent during the congress ses- 
sions on discussing the question of reforming the written 
language. A pet project of many Chinese Communists, 
this matter has so far made comparatively little progress. 
Little more has been achieved than the appearance of books 
and newspapers with the characters printed horizontally 
from Jeft to right and a certain amount of simplification of 
the characters themselves. 

A report was presented to the congress by Mr. Wu Yu- 
chang who heads the committee for reforming the Chinese 
written language. The present plans appear to be less 
ambitious than was at first proposed. Mr. Wu stressed that 
the adoption of a scheme for a Chinese phonetic alphabet 
did not mean the transformation of the Chinese language 
into a phonetic language. The scheme would be mainly 
used, he explained, to allocate the Chinese characters pho- 
netieally and transcribe the common speech so as to help 
one to learn the characters, unify the pronunciation and 
learn the common speech. In other words, the purpose of 
the scheme was to facilitate the learning and use of the 
Chinese characters by the broad masses of the people and 
to promote further unification of the Chinese language and 
not to replace the Chinese characters with a phonetic 
alphabet. 


This explanation should set at rest a widespread mis- 
understanding that the Chinese language is doomed to be 
completely romanized at an early date. It is interesting to 
note that recent travelers on the Chinese mainland report 
that the national language, or “kuo-yu,” is much more 
generally spoken than formerly—even in areas that have 
traditionally clung to their local dialects. It seems clear, 
however, on the other hand, that a long period must elapse 
before illiteracy is completely wiped out. 

Political issues, so far as reports at present available 
indicate, appear to have played a less important part in 
this congress than usual. 

Economie and social issues were uppermost in the 
minds of the delegates. Preoccupation with the matter of 
increased food production showed clearly enough how 
China’s enormous population, now put at some 650 million 
souls, is pressing upon the means of obtaining a sufficiency 
of food, Plans to increase the paddy acreage, increase the 
fish catch and to push agriculture in the west and north- 
west through irrigation and reclamation were extensively 
debated, and it seems that the great question is which will 
win the race—the increase in population or the expansion 
of food production?

No doubt the Soviet utter- 
ances are mostly propaganda. 
But it is pacifist propaganda, 
and that is not the kind which 
a government, intending to 
make war, would dare to use 
among its own people. The So- 
viet talk about peace is meant, 
of course, to soften up the 
West, But unlike Hiiler’s prop- 
aganda, for example, it is not 
designed to toughen-up the 

e at home. Quite the coa- 
trary. it is the kind of prop- 
aganda that must soften them 
up, too, 


The over-all effect of the 
talking war is to support the 
conclusion that there is a stale- 
mate arising from a balance of 
terror. 


Enmeshed in the military 
stalemate there is a_ political 
stalemate.

Tsubaki (Japanese camellia) 
is found all over Japan except 
in Hokkaido but seems to grow 
best in warm districts. There 
are more than 200 kinds but 
the wild variety that is found 
on many mountains and hills 
has single red petals, 


Blossoms range in color from 
a light shade of red, to white, 
or white with patches of red 
and come in single or double 
petals. The shape of the leaf, 
also, is different in many cases. 
There are many famous spots 
for tsubaki., 


In the feudal] days, the peo- 
ple of the military class did not 
like this blossom, because in 
most varieties the head drops olf 
whole and not petal by petal 
as in the case of most flowers. 
To the military men the fallen 
tsubaki blossom symbolized the 
cutting of their heads, the most 
dreaded fate for them. Thus 
they regarded the tsubaki as 
unlucky. 

But the general people have 
always loved the flower and the 
tsubaki trees are planted in gar- 
dens and the branches used in 
flower arrangement. 

It blossoms in winter or early 
spring and bears fruits in au- 
tumn which are gathered and 
pressed to obtain highly valued 
cooking and hair oil. Tsubaki 
oll is a profitabe product of 
many districts, 

The leaves are giossy and 
beautiful, and thus often used to 
decorate or wrap soft Japanese 
cakes. When tobacco was first 
introduced into the country, cut 
tobaceo was rolled in tsubaki 
leaves in some districts. It is 
said that the leaves heightened 
the taste. Deer are fond of the 
bark of these trees. The ash 
obtained by burning the leaves 
was formerly used as a dye, 

There is a kind of tsubaki 
named sazanka, which flowers 
in autumn and bears fruits the 
following spring. This plant, 
with single-petal white blossoms 
is also a popular garden tree.

In this stalemate, the West-

The Soviet position is the 
same as ours—only in reverse. 
They want us to evacuate our 
armies and dismantie our for- 
eign bases throughout the worid 
while they retain their domin- 
ance in Eastern Germany and 
Fastern Europe. This, ob- 
viously enough, is also a policy 
of stalemate, and not in any 
sense a policy of negotiation, 

The question, then, is why 
each side has a policy that is 
not negotiable. The answer is 
that both sides prefer the exist- 
ing stalemate to the alternative,

There is, on both sides, the 
unspoken belief that the threat 
and pressure of the other Side 
is necessary to the morale oi 
its own side, 

In this stalemate both alli- 
ances are captives, unable to 
negotiate on the main issue of 
disengagement? How long is the 
stalernate likely to endure? The 
question cannot be answered 
concretely and definitely. But 
we can suppose, I believe, that 
the stalemate will last until it 
is broken either by a decisive 
turn in German interior politics, 
or by a great upheaval in East- 
ern Europe, or, what is not im- 
probable, by the two occurring 
together. 

What is sure and clear is 
that neither Khrushchev in 
Moscow nor Secretary Dulles in 
Washington is likely to be abie 
to break the stalemate.

Sad State of China’s Transport

HONGKONG—At the end of 
last vear, a People’s Daily cor- 
respondent set out from Peip- 
ing to make a personal in- 
vestigation of train services. He 
found that the stopping train 
took four days to get from 
Peiping to Shanghai, that it was 
hitterly cold and that the food 
sold on the train was expen- 
sive. He was, however, more 
fortunate than others, for the 
Minister for Rallways admitted 
that. some passengers had to 
wait as long, without being able 
to secure a ticket at all, 


The congestion of passengers 
was partiy due to the fact that 
transport of goods takes pre- 
cedence over passengers. The 
freight traffic, however, is just 
as congested, and the minister 
thought that many of the lines 
had reached saturation point, 
so that the addition of even two 
more trains a day to the main 
trunk lines would cause hold- 
ups and confusion, 


Indeed, the confusion already 
exists, especially at Chengchow 
where the North-South and 
East-West lines meet. Some

months garlier, the People’s 
Daily had reported that around 
Peiping itself, goods were piled 
high in the stations and even 
in the fields along the line so 
that there were nearly 5,000 
freight cars which could not 
be unloaded because there was 
nowhere to put their contents. 
A similar situation was said to 
exist around Hankow. 

Meanwhile at the great 
industrial centers of Anshan 
and Paotow, work was being 
held up because they could not 
get their supplies of coal and 
other raw. materials; also some 
of the best coal reserves of 
China, in Shansi and elsewhere, 
are left untouched because 
there would be no means of 
transporting them if they were 
worked, 


In view of this, it is remark- 
able that the Government 
planners are doing so little to 
improve railway transport. The 
minister claims indeed to have 
doubled the turnover in rail 
transport during the five-year 
plan so that it reached 120,000 
million tons per kilometer in 
1956. (Final figures for 1957 are 
not yet available.) 


There were 29,071 km. of line 
open to traffic in 1956 and the 
plan for new construction in 
1957 was a modest 600 km. The 
first five-year plan has produced 
less than 800 km. of double 
track—356 km, of new construc- 
tion, and 420 km. of old line 
repaired. Much of the new con- 
struction, though it was car- 
ried out under Russian direc- 
tion, appears to have been very 
defective, 

Thus the Paochi-Chengtu line, 
finished in July 1956, was not 
opened to traffic until the 
beginning of 1958, and the 
People’s Daily admitted that it 
had needed repair in 2,000 
places. Moreover some slopes 
on this line have a gradient 
of three in 100, which gravely 
reduce the loads that can be 
handled. The minister says that 
during the first five-year plan, 
he secured 48 less locomotives 
and 2,573 less freight cars than 
planneu, but he does not reveal 
how many he has: 500-odd 
locomotives and 57,000 freight 
cars were “newly bought or 
repaired” during the five years. 
H> complained of the limited 
capacity for production of roll- 
ing stock. 


Since with very little new 
track, the gross tonnage car- 
ried has doubled in the five 
years (about 270 million tons 
in 1957) it is evident that 
deterioration of rail and rolling 
stock must also have increased, 
With the great efforts made for 
industrial expansion, it is ex- 
traordinary that so little effort 
should be made to develop the 
railway system that it requires. 
Apart from the connections to 
Russia, the present regime is 
following the: plans laid down 
by the Nationalists, but is 
showing less vigor in pushing 
ahead with them, 


China has, of course, great 
waterways, but these, too, are 
not being exploited as they 
might be. The 1956 repdrt gave 
the total transport by water as 
10.8 million tons for coastal 
traffic and 35.4 million tons for 
inland waterways; the length of 
navigable waterways is given 
as 110,000 km. of which 39,500 
km. is navigable by steamboat. 

The number of mechanized 
craft is increasing very slowly, 
and from the figures given it 
appears that about half the ton- 
nage still goes on sailing craft, 
There have been many com- 


a 


plaints in the press of the 
slowness of transport, of ships 
not fully loaded, of difficulties 
in getting repairs done, of con- 
gestion in the river-ports and, 
surprisingly, of the cost of 
transport. 

Thus 30,000 tons of Szechuan 
grain was stored and partly 
spoilt, waiting in vain for 
transport, and it is cheaper 
to send goods from Nanking to 
Chungking—both on the Yang- 
tse—a roundabout journey by 
rail than direct by river! 

The state of road transport is 
even worse. As the Government 
is urging the increased use of 
sailing craft, so it is insisting 
on the use of horse, ox and mule 
carts and even on the man- 
drawn cart. It is a far cry from 
the early days when the regime 
abolished the rickshaw as a sym- 
bol of the exploitation of man 
by man. 

The total length of public 
roads usable by trucks is given 
as 227,000 km, but the Daily 
Worker puts the length of all- 
weather roads at 94,000 km. 
Most of these are dirt roads and 
they are so bad that we are told 
that in Hopei, the |. province 
where Peiping is situated, the 
average speed of trucks is 18 
km. an hour. 

The number of trucks avail- 
able has not been revealed, but 
from scraps of information in 
the press it can be deduced that 
it is in the neighborhood of 
70,000. The number of animal 
driven carts—much the same 
as were used 2,000 years ago— 
is given as 5 million and of man- 
driven carts at 10 million; 80 
per cent of the traffic on the 
roads is still dependent on these 
vehicles, though in terms of 
ton/km. it is only 40 per‘ cent. 

The Minister of Communica- 
tions stated last November that 
the government program did not 
envisage any great expansion 
of the road network, since 
“trucks are not available” and 
“the automobile and petroleum 
industries are not developed.” 
It is in the light of such facts 
that one should consider the 
new Yangtse bridge with its six- 
lane motor highway. 

To put it in plain terms, China 
has no transport system and is 
not even trying to create one, 
but is content to continue to rely 
on sailing craft, horse, or and 
mule and load-hauling farmer. 
It seems almost unbelievable in 
view of this that Peiping dreams 
of building up rapidly a modern, 
industrialized country.
